Warren Olney III, the Califor- 
nian who is now Assistant Attor- 
ney General of the United States, 
has issued an official Statement| 
of Grounds on which the Depart- 
ment of Justice holds that the In- 
dependent Socialist League, for- 
merly called the Workers Party, 
should continue to stay on the sub- 
versive list. 

The Independent Socialist 
League is fighting the case, and 
has retained as its attorney Joseph 
L. Rauh, national vice-chairman 
of the Americans for Democratic 
Action, anti-Communist organiza- 
tion of liberals. 

Norman Thomas, several times 
candidate of the American So- 
cialist Party for President, and so 
established as a journalist that his 
articles have appeared many times 
in the Sunday Oakland Tribune, is 
protesting the inclusion of the In- 
dependent Sacialist League in the 
subversive list, and has stated: 

“The Independent Socialist 
League was engaged in promul- 
gating its own ideas without re- 
sort to conspiracy and deceit. I 
believe this can be established in 
a fair hearing.”

A Trotskyist Group 


This may become a classic case 
on civil rights. Chief Justice War- 
ren and his associates on the Su- 
preme Court will probably yet be 
called upon to pass on the charges 
leveled against the Independent 
Socialist League by Mr. Olney, 
who was so long associated with 
Warren in State affairs. 

The ISL was originally, and pre- 
sumably still is to at least a con- 
siderable extent, a Trotskyist 
group. Now, Trotsky was defi- 
nitely a Russian Communist, one 
of the founders of the Soviet. 

But since Trotsky was later 
ousted by Stalin and murdered by 
a hatchetman generally suspected 
to have been sent on his bloody 
mission by Stalin, the ISL, is, and 
steadfastly has been, definitely 
anti-Stalinist.

ISL represents a group which, had 
{ts leaders won out in Russia, 
would doubtless have expelled 
Stalin—and run Russia and an- 
noyed the rest of us in much the 
way Stalin did.

CALIFORNIA AFL POLICIES 


Adopted by the 1953 State Convention 


SOCIAL SECURITY 


The Federation reaffirms its general social security and 
social welfare goals in state legislation as set forth in the 
1952 policy statements, but will not elaborate on them until 
the next convention because 1954 is not a state legislative 
year. 

Labor continues to urge liberalization of the old age and 
survivors insurance program to assure adjustments in 
benefits with the rising trend of cost of living and wages 
and to extend coverage to all workers in a realistic manner, 
but denounces the Chamber of Commerce-NAM proposal 
to accomplish untversal coverage by financing the program 
on a pay-as-you-go basis as a first step toward converting 
the program from a system of insurance to that of a dole. 

Organized workers oppose President Eisenhower's rec- 
ommendation to postpone indefinitely the January 1, 1954, 
scheduled increase in contributions to old age and surviv- 
ors’ insurance from 114 to 2 per cent for both employes 
and employers. 

The Federation's long standing position in favor of uni- 
versal health insurance on a state or federal level in order 
to spread the cost of sickness fairly has been further cor- 
roborated by studies and reports released within the past 
year.
